blown up. According to reports received the Main street 
bridge, a. steel and concrete structure, had already been 
swept away. 


PLACES LIST OF DEAD AT 25. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 25.—A report reached 


Phoneton this afternoon that 2o are dead in Dayton, the 
result of the flood. Ft was also reported that troy'and 
Tippecanoe City, north of Dayton, axe both flooded and 
that many had taken refuge on the roofs of their homes 
and were calling for help. The report was received here 
through an A. T. & T. telephone operator at Phonetou. 


20 REPORTED DEAD AT DELAWARE. 


Columbus, Ohio, March 23.—13. V. Leas, mavor of 


Delaware, a town of 10,000 inhabitants 25 miles north of 
here, is reported to be drowned. The town is said, to be 
completely flooded, all telephone and telegraph communi- 
cation being cut off owing to the flooded condition of the 
Scioto river, which lias left its banks. Just before the 
telephone girls left their switch boards tfrey reported that 
all inhabitants were fleeing to the hills. 


An appeal for help was received by Mayor Karb, of 


Columbus, from Delaware. It is. reported that besides 
Mayor B. Ar. Leas, 20 citizens of Dalaware were drowned. 
Efforts to got, details are curtailed because wire commun- 
ications have been cut off. 


Governor Cox received a telegram this morning which 


was sent from a railroad tower near Delaware asking for 
aid for Delaware flood sufferers. The dispatch said that, 
state troops will probably be necessary but did not give 
the number of casualties.

Nebraska Hardest Hit. 


Nebraska, opo of tho largest resi- 


dential districts of the city has prob- 
ably suffered more than any other sec- 
tion in Fort Wayne. Tho w:hole of No- 
irnska from tho St. Mary's river west 
jcyond the. city limits is entirely under 
water. It is estimated that a thousand 
lomcs have been surrounded by the 
overflow, nnd on account of the depth 
of the water over tho streets, rescue 
work is making glow progress. 


Traffic west of the Main street bridge 


s impossible, and th\ entire territory 
nlong the principal thoroughfare of the 
west Bide is buried 
beneath 
several 


and the weather became cold, adding 
to the die trend of those who were at 
tho mercy of the flood. In juany homes 
families wero without provisions and 
furnaces nnd stoves were unable to pro- 
vide warmth to the sufferers. 


Physicians who have sick patients in 


the flooded portions of the city were 
frantic on account of the high water. 
Untold suffering is reported from many 
portions 
of town 
whore sick people 


could not be given medical aid. Many 
of the. physicians attempted to secure 
boats with which to visit tho sick, but 
the scarcity of boats hindered the work 
and other moans of traffic 'over the 
flooded streets was impossible* 


Fired Off Revolver. 


One family residing on Bluff street, 


directly on the banks of the St. Mary's 
river, occupied a one Btory house and it 
was almost invisible to people standing 
along tho approach to the Main street 
bridge, at which point the work of res- 
cue was directed. Attention waa called 
to the sufferers when an old mail opened 
the door of the house and repeatedly 
fired off a, revolver. Boats were rushed 
to tho residence and the members of the 
family were brought to safety. 


Bloomingdale Inundated. 


Conditions are only a little better in 


Bloomingdale. 
Like the people in Ne- 


braska, the north side residents were not 
expecting thn 
high 
waters 
and were 
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Directing the Rescue. 


During the enriy morning and through- 


out the diiy, families in distress at- 
tempted all sorts of plaiig to signal help. 
Most of tho people residing in Nebraska 
had not been prepared for the flood us 
the waters of the St. Mary's river rare- 
ly back into this section of the city. 
The wntcr rose rnpidly and hundreds 
of people awoko this morning to find 
their homes entirely surrounded. 


Some of the residents of Xebrnskn 


occupied only one story houses, and to 
those people the boats secured by Chief 
of Police Abbott, worn sc-nt first.

Cold Adds to Distress. 


The rnin ceased early this morning 


wholly unprepared for the flood. 
Hun- 


dreds of hou:(!3 were surrouudfd and riin- 
treas signals were sent in great numbers 
to thir police station, asking for boots 
and provisions. 


Street curs are ablo to operate only to 


the Wells street bridge. The water has 
reached the Lake Shore railroad tracks 
and has entirely surrounded tho Lake 
Shore hotel. It is almost impossible for 
truius to unload and take on passengers 
and nt noon tho water had almost sev- 
ered tlm stntinn platform and surround- 
ed thi! ilepot. 


NVells ntreot, CaRS street nnd prr.ctical- 


ly all of tho principal thorough fares of 
the north side aro covered with water 
ranging in depth from three to six feet. 
During the greater portion of the day it

'freshets and spring 'deluges are hy no means a new ex- 
perience in Fort Wayne, Imt it has been many years since 
the waters reached the stage now attained, "and it is in- 
jevitable that there will be mu^h suffering and no little 
property loss as a consequence of the situation. We are 
yery certain the people of Fort Wayne "will rise promptly 
tfco theoccasion and extend even- possible aid and assist- 
ance to those who may need temporary relief and shelter 
es a result of the floods. 


It is at this time too early to forecast the extent of 


the floods or the magnitude of the damage, but it is cer- 
tain that in the present instance all previous records of 
b reliable character have boon swept away by the mark 
Bet by the rising waters at rhis time. Manifestly the most 
Berious phase of the situation is the rutting off. of the 
(city water supply by the floods surrounding the pumping 
etations. Until these can br> placed in operation again, 
it is of utmost importance that economy bo practiced' and 
that there be no waste of the city -water. If the plan to 
secure electric power from the traction company to oper- 
ate the South Broadway station ran bo carried out. this 
Will in a measure tide the city over the crisis.

(By Charles Edward Russell.) 


The fact that congress passed a bill 


o ascertain the physical valuation of 
he railroads is more sijrnificant than 
he bill itself. 


The bill requires the inquiry to find 


out the original cost of the property 
nnd every item thereof, its present value 
and depreciation, the cost of reproducing 
it, and to state the exact method by 
which these values were ascertained. 


It requires the history of each rail- 


road, of all "the benefactions it has re- 
ceived from whatsoever source, of all its 
securities and what moneys were re- 
(Tved from t,hem. and of all its owner- 
ships and amalgamations. 
It is not 


concerned with so-cnlled franchise value, 
which is a convenient myth, nor with 
most other fictional elements on which 
the railroads have, at times laid much 
stress. 
The plain idea is to find out 


what there is to put hand upon when 
the government shall take hold. 


Two points are not specifically in' 


eluded that some of us would like to 
see made clear. 


One is to try to ascertain the amount 


of interest that the public is still pay- 
ing (through equipment loans) on equip- 
ment that has ceased to exist. 


The other is to try to determine aj 


nearly as possible how much railroad 
revenue that really belongs to the pub- 
lic has been capitalized in permanent 
improvements now called a part of th« 
railroad property. 


Suppose four-sevenths of .a railrond'C 


capitalization be water. Then four-sgv- 
I'nthn of the rates made to support that 
capitalization must be unjust, nnd un- 
reasonable, four-sevenths of the revenue 
produced belong to the people from 
whom it has been unjustly taken, and 
where, hevenue so obtained lias been 
spent in permanent improvements those 
improvements, strictly speaking, ought 
to be the property of the public that 
Imp been taxed for them. 


Very l i t t l e lins ever been said about 


this, and yet it is a matter well deserv- 
ing serious consideration. 


But inquiries of this kind would bo 


dillirult and produce mostly estimates. 
This bill provides for practical work of 
nore immediate value. 
As a railroad 


*id''iit a d m i t t e d before 
the 
senate 


•ommitlee, it will lv the greatest in- 
vi'sitigalion in our history. 
Let us pray

concerns as our own, the first thing is 
to find out what we are to get and 
what it is readily worth. 


This is the chief practical value of 


the inquiry. The others are interesting. 


For instance, it will not. as some of 


us believe, show the amount of water 


the railroad capitalization on which' 


we are paying interest charges. 
The 


fountains are. so many, so complicated 
nnd so often so obscure and uncertain 
that about all any industry could do 
is to indicate the extent of the floods. 


Ostensibly, if we find out the exact 


real value of a railroad's property and 
subtract that from the railroad's cap- 
italization, what is left is some measure 
of the water. 


As a matter of fact, \t might not bo 


a measure nt nil. and probnhly wouldn't 
It might not 
be even an indication. 


Take, for merely one kind of illustra-
